It s sald that the telephone line
leading to the mill oifice was cut ear-
iy last night, and there has been no
communication with the slx men sta-
tioned inside the mill bullding. The
strike at the Brogon mills started
eight weeks ago yesterday.

Shortly before midnight Sherlft
Ashley, Jailer Willlums and a repre-
sentative of tals paper went to the
mill and made a tonr of inspection of
the premises. There was absolutely
no slgns of rloting. Seniries kept out
by the strikers were on duty in doubl-
ed foree. This doubling of sontries Is
sald to have besn done on account of
the rumors abroad in the eity,

At epch post sentrles were asked
if there were any slgns of trouble and
in each cage the reply was that every-
thing, was very qulet. ‘The . sheriff
warned the men at each camn not to
allow any outslders to come Insida thae
mill property and to let the men in
the miil alone. The pickets all stut-
e that this had been done and that
they were on the lookout for anything
that looked susplclous.

Everything was qulet and promised
to remain so, for the time nt least.

In regard to the telephone wires be-
fug cut, it seems thot this was a mis-
take. The sheriff went to the mill
about 1 o'clock this morning and
caulled the Intelligencer over the Dro-
gon mill phone, stating that everything
was still quiet and that he expedted
no trouble. -
